President Ford said today that 
the government should not be 
stampeded into. ; writing new 
federal regulations on such 
social issues as job safety, the 
environment and 
consumer 


protection. 


"The question is not whether 


we want to do something about 
noise and safety — but whether 
making changes in our regula- 
tions would make sense in 
terms of costs and added 
benefits gained," Ford said in a 
speech prepared for the 63rd 
annual meeting of -the U.S.

"For example, is it worth as 


much as $30 billion a year at 
consumers' dollars to reduce 
the level of occupational noise 
exposure J>y approximately five 
decibels?" the President asked.

Ford told the meeting there is 


an urgent need for an overhaul 
or elimination of many govern- 
ment business regulations, es- 
pecially 
those 
governing 


competition in such industries 
as railroads, trucking, airlines, 
utilities and banking. 


He said many of these 


regulations are obsolete and 
levy a hidden; tax on -the 
American people by costing 
more than - they provide in 
benefits. 


"There are sound estimates 


that government regulations 
have added billions of dollars to 
business and consumer costs 
each year," he declared.

The President, said he has 


several bills pending or forth- 
coming which are Intended to 
.'dorm some rules of federal 
regulatory agencies. 


He saki that among them are: 
—A proposal to remove 


federal price controls on new 
natural gas sold in interstate

Attack 
Israeli 
Agency

JOHANNESBURG, 
South 


Africa (AP) - Slit terrorists 
armed with machine guns 
seized the Israeli consulate in 
downtown Johannesburg today, 
took five women hostages and 
sprayed the streets outside with 
gunfire that left at least 40 per- 
sons wounded. ' 


Police said the gunman were 


holding the hostages — four 
whites and one African — inside 
the fifth-floor offices near the 
modern Cartton 'center shopping 
congpiex. 


The unidentified gunmen 


fought a running battle with 
police 
marksmen 
who 


surrounded the building and 
returned fire as authorities 
tried to- clear thousands of 
onlookers from the area. 


A journalist, Frank Fainer of 


. the Jewish Herald, said that his 


office received a telephone call 
saying that Arab terrorists had 
taken over the consulate. But 
I here was no confirmation of the 
the identity of the terrorists. 


One of the hostages shouted 


from a window for police 
snipers to stop firing about two 
hours after the attackers seized 
the Israeli offices. 


She said; there were wounded 


men in the offices and asked for 
ambulances to carry them to a 
hospital. 


Police using megaphone then 


started negotiating with the 
gunmen, asking to send up am- 
bulancemen to take away the 
wounded. • 
, 


A rope to pick.up a first-aid 


kit was lowered from a window 
and when it was hauled up 
newsmen saw that a walkie- 
talkie also was attached. 


Police sent for the Israeli 


ambassador, j. Unna, in res- 
ponse to a shouted request from 
the gunmen. 


A woman shouted from the 


building: "We are not coming 
out. We want Mr. Unna." There 
were also shouts from other 
women, "Don't shoot! Don't 
short!" 
. 


Radio Israel in Jerusalem 


broadcast that unidentified at- 
tackers had slipped into the 
consulate over the weekend and 
captured an unknown number of 
employes as they came to work. 


At midday, shooting broke out 


at the consulate, on the fifth 
floor of the building. Shots were 
fired into the lunchtime crowds, 
witnesses reported. 


Police riflemen perched on 


nearby roofs and behind cars 
fought a gun battto with the at- 
tackers in the consulate. Other 
police penetrated the building, 
attempting to close in on the 
consulate. 


Thousands 
jammed 
the 


nearby streets, ignoring police 
commands to clear the area. 
The seriously wounded were 
loaded into ambulances through 
the back entrance of the office 
buQding.

by Stockman would necessitate a GOP primary election. The in- 
fighting between the veteran congressman and youthful 
challenger probably would be intense. 


Hutehinson in 1972 moved from Fennville to St. Joseph when Ins 


was reapportioned, and he defeated a well-known 


challenger, State Sen. Charles 0. Zollar, in a primary election. 


Hutehinson gained television recognition last year as ranking 


Republican member of the House judiciary committee which aired 
articles of impeachment against former President Nixon. 
Hutehinson supported Nixon all the way, but later commented he 
felt deceived by Nixon. 


Hutehinson led £ GOP pullout from the Nixon camp after addi- 


tional tapes were released by the former president. "Had this 
evidence been known to me (during the hearings) I would have 
voted to impeach with a heavy heart," Hutehinson said at the time. 


Hutehinson last year was re-elected to a seventh term, but his

Bombs Rock Saigon 


Reds Reject Viet Cease-Fire

SAIGON (AP) - President 


Duong . Van 
Minh 
was 


inaugurated today and proposed 
an immediate cease-fire and 
negotiations to end the war. But 
the Viet Cong rejected his over- 
ture. 


Meanwhile, at least one and 


possibly two planes bombed the 
Tan Son Nhut air base on the 
edge of the city, triggering 
panic in Saigon and forcing 
suspension of the evacuation of 
Americans and Vietnamese. 


The most consistent reports 


said the bombing was carried 
out by a disgruntled South Viet- 
namese ah* force pilot, but they 
could not be confirmed. Other 
reports said it was done by 
North Vietnamese pilots Hying 
South Vietnamese A37 fighter- 
bombers captured when the 
Communists took over South 
Vietnamese air bases in the 
northern and central parts of 


the country. 


The bombing touched off a 


rash 
of 
antiaircraft 
and 


smallarms fire in Saigon as 
people in the. streets dashed for 
cover. Rumors raced through 
the city, but authorities and 
persons touring the streets 
agreed that Communist-led 
troops had not yet launched a 
ground assault on Saigon and 
that there was no street fight- 
ing. 


Fifteen miles northeast of 


Saigon, 
North 
Vietnamese 


gunners blasted Bien Hoa with 
an artillery cannonade that left 
the.city of 500,000 in flames. The 
population fled, strung out as 
far as the eye could see on the 
six-lane highway to Saigon. 


A spokesman -for the Viet 


Cong's delegation to the Joint 
Military Commission in Saigon 
rejected 
Minn's 
cease-fire 


proposal in a ihree-paragraph 
statement read to newsmen. 


It called for "an end to the 


Saigon administration, a tool of 
American neocolonialism, and 
an end to the machinery of war 
and oppression against the 
population of South Vietnam." 


"In this case," the Viet Cong 


said, "the most exalted aspira- 
tions of the population of South 
Vietnam will be realized in a 
more favorable manner under 
the Paris agreement on Viet- 
nam" 


The statement said the United 


States 
must 
strictly 
and 


completely apply Articles One, 
Four and Nine of the 1973 Paris 
agreement and must respect the 
fundamental rights of the South 
Vietnamese people. 


Article One pledges the Unit- 


ed States and all other countries 
to "respect the independence, 
sovereignty, unity and tern 
torial integrity of Vietnam as 
recognized by the 1054 Geneva 
agreements on Vietnam." 


Article Four declares "the 


United States will not continue 
its military involvement or in 
tervcne in the internal affairs of 
South Vietnam." 


Article Nine states three basic 


principles for the- South Viet- 


namese people's "right to self- 
determination," including a call 
for 
genuinely 
free 
and 


democratic general elections 
under international supervision 
and a ban against foreign coun- 
tries imposing "any political 
tendency or personality on the 
South Vietnamese people." 


"Those who are true patriots 


must put themselves on the side 
of the people," the statement's 
last paragraph read, "and tight 
energetically for the realization 
of these demands. The declara- 
tion of Mr. Duong Van Minh 
hardly conforms with the 
demands mentioned above." 


Minn indicated he would meet 


the Communist demand for an 


end to U.S. military aid and in- 
tervention in South Vietnam, 
saying: "Vis a vis our allies, the 
government of the Republic of 
Vietnam wants to maintain 
friendly relations and welcomes 
any help on the economic and 
humanitarian planes, without 
political 
conditions. 
This 


government is also ready to es- 
tablish diplomatic relations 
with all countries, regardless of 
their ideologies, on a basis of 
equality, equal rights and 
without interference into one 
another's internal affairs."

Catholic politician, to be his vice 
president "in charge of peace 
negotiations."

Thirty Years Ago 
Benito Got Strung Up 


<"*lt was said of Benito Mussolini, the 
"late Italian dictator, that "he made the 
•.trains run on time." If he had been 
content with such laudable but modest' 
achievements, Mussolini might be 
fondly remembered by his countrymen 
today. But he continually miscalculat- 
ed" and over-reached himself in mat- 
ters relating to foreign policy. In the 
end he was roundly despised by the 
country he led to humiliating defeat in • 
World War H. 


.Mussolini organized the first of his 
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Fasci di:Combattimento in 1919. Over 
the next four years, he used his bands 
of black,- hirted squadristi against 
strikers, Communists and Socialists. 
He fkially came to power in 1922 after 
his Fascist followers led a carefully 
planned march on Rome. In short, a 
dictatorial regime was established. To 
ensure his personal power, Mussolini 
always held several cabinet positions 
himself. Political opponents were 
suppressed b/ the secret police and 
the armed Fascist militia. 


Mussolini's ultimately disastrous 


foreign adventures began in 193$ with 
the invasion of Ethiopia. His greatest 
mistake, though, was to ally himself 
firmly with Hitler and lead histeountry 
into war as part of the Axis in 1940. If 
he had pursued a policy of ,non • 
-alignment, Italy might well have been 
courted and rewarded by both sides. 
'Instead, the overseas territories were 
quickly overrun and Italy itself was. 
invaded. Imprisoned by King Victor 
Emmanuel III in July 1943, Mussolini 
was'rescued by.German paratroopers. 
But he was later captured by Italian 
partisans while "attempting, to slip out 
of the country in disguise. He and his 
mistress, Clara Petacci, were sum- 
marily executed 30 years ago — on 
April 28, IMS — and their bodies were 
hung from meat hooks, head down- 
ward, in a square in Milan. 


In mmming up Mussolini's 21-year 


dictatorship, Winston Churchill was 
surpriatagly sympathetic. Under Mus- 
solini, the British wartime leader 
while, "A new impulse had been given 
to national life...His regime was far 
too costly lor the Italian people to 
bear, but there is no doubt that it ap- 
pealed during its period ,0! success to 
, wryffttA numbers of Italians." Suc- 
cess, 
however, 
was 
finally 


overwhelmed by calamity. •

Basically, the regulations 
allow an inmate to challenge materials submitted to the parole 
board, and allow him to mike a statement on his own behalf. : 


Inmates also will be allowed to select a spokesman from the 


prison staff if they feel they cannot articulate their case well 
enough. Reasons must be given for parole denial, and an inmate 
met be told why he was not released and what he must do to be 
freed Prisoners will receive the results of mental examinations 
and tests. The reports are to be written in easily understood terms, 
not in psychiatric language, and an inmate can discuss the results 
with the doctor, if he wishes.

McCloskey said Sunday on 
NBC's "Meet the Press." 


"It failed for a variety of 


reasons, but I do think that 
we can master these problems, 
that we have not suffered per- 
manent setbacks in all of those 
other areas (of foreign policy), 
despite the denouement on 
Vietnam which vre are now wit- • 
nessing," he added.

Awaiting Destiny

AGANA, Guam .(AP) — 


Displaced 
and 
stunned. 


thousands 
of 
Vietnamese 


refugees clustered in sweltering 
tents today in Guam waiting for 
word of their destiny. 


"My wife just doesn't know 


what happened to her." said one 
Vietnamese. "Suddenly we have 
no tome." 


The mood of the dusty, suns- 


corched "Tent City" where 
more than 5.000 now live is a 
state of shock. 


"My little girl just erics and 


cries," said a Vietnamese 
mother. "I try to tell her the 
freedom life will come soon. But 
in Saigon she had so many toys. 
Here she has nothing. We have 
nothing." 


Inside a steaming tent, a 7- 


month-old baby, wearing only a 
diaper, swung in a make-shift 
hammock. 


"In Saigon, he had his own air 


conditioned room." said his 
mother. But the baby gurgled 
and smiled. He was adjusting. 


The adult tenants of "Tent 


Qty" do not fare as well. Water 
is in short supply and residents 
must hike as much as a mile for 
it- 


A similar long walk faces the 


refugees at meal time, when 
they hike to a central mess tent 
to be fed. Hundreds of men. 
women and children stood in 
long lines under a blazing sun 
today to get their rations of rice, 
chili, canned fruit and a ham- 
burger bun. 


One young woman, waiting in 


the sun for 90 minutes, slumped 
to the ground and was carried 
away. Others have fainted while 
standing in the food line. 


Groups of newly arrived 


refugees came to "Tent City" in 
yellow school buses where they 
sat quietly for long hours 
awaiting processing. 


Those already settled in the 


make-shift 
community lan- 


guished outside tents, taking 
shade under smallWnings of 
cardboard. Others waited at .the 
immigration 
tent, numbers 


pinned to their clothing, waiting 
their turn to leave for the new 
life promised them. 


A few, anticipating a longer 


stay, lined up at the Navy trailer 
turned into a PX. It was selling 
soap;, waste baskets and even 
bubble gum. 


In an effort to promote order 


and a sense of purpose, the 
refugees elected a mayor of 
•Tent City" and a -council. 
Groups of refugees volunteered 
to do some jobs now being 
carried out by military person- 


nel such as serving food and 
washing dishes.

But there was nothing for the 


children to do. Many lay 
listlessly on matresses inside 
the tents. 


Parents discouraged them 


from running or playing in the 
heat. 


"We come out (of Saigon) for 


our children," said a Si-year-otd 
mother of two.

"We don't expect t« find a new 


house, a new car. The only thing 
is that 1 can mate enough 
riioney to send my cildren 
through school and they can 
have a better life, 'a freedom' 
life."

the panel's members, would 
approve the money only for 
programs that international or- 
ganizations are conducting.

Senate Republican Leader 


Hugh Scott of Pennsylvania and 
'Sen. Frank Church, D-Idaho, 
both said Sunday that President 
Ford should bring Americans 
out of Vietnam quickly so that 
use of U.S. military evacuation 
forces will not be necessary. 


Assistant Secretary of State 


Robert J. McCloskey indicated' 
the Ford administration hopes 
to pull out 130,000 South Viet- 
namese at most. 


Although administration of- 


ficials have said up to one 


million South Vietnamese could 
be in danger for associating 
themselves with U.S. policy, 
McCloskey said that many could 
not be absorbed by the United 
States. He said it is a figure that' 
"I don't think probably was 
ever realistic." 


Senate Republican Leader 


Scott said the 130,000 includes 
up to 125,000 South Vietnamese 
plus 5,000 Cambodians in em- 
bassies around the work).

Marines to bring out 200,000 
South Vietnamese. 


Scott said he believes no U.S. 


forces will be needed except 
Marines on helicopters to keep 
crowds away.

pullout of all Americans "in a 
single airlift, and quickly" 
wiuld expedite negotiations 
between incoming South Viet- 
nam President Duong Van Minh 
and advancing Communist-led 
forces.

"I think personally the sooner 


we do it, the better, and I think 
it improves Minn's chances to 
work out some sort of truce for 
those who wish to leave.

should have been out of Saigon 
by now and that all U.S. troops 
should be pulled out of South 
Korea and Thailand. 


"The United States can no

and Pennsylvania. He is proud 
of his record. 


"You've got.to be willing to 


spend a lot of time .'.. year- 
round. Very seldom does a .day 
go/by that I don't do something 
in recruiting. 


"Every day I'm in the office 


I'm contacting coaches, finding 
out where recruits are. And as 
soon as I find out I get right on 
them," he said. 


Weyers coached and recruited 


at Rutgers, Columbia, Pitts- 
burgh and Miami of Ohio before 


Spartan Coach Denny Stolz 
brought him to Michigan State. 


He has since landed Ted'Bell 


from Youngstown,,0hio; defen- 
sive back Jim Eploito from 
McKeeseport, Pa.; tight end 
Mike Cobb from .Youngstown, 
and quarterback Frank Angelo 
from Hubbard, Ohio. 


Weyers says he tries to 


become friends with his recruits 
and give their parents con- 
fidence that he will be there as a 
"stand-in parent" when the 
player comes to MSU. 


"I know when we recruited 


Jim Thomas from down at 
Akron, his father told me: 
"That's.the test you passed bet- 
ter than any other coach, when 
.he (young .Thomas) was on 
campus that was the one thing 
he was looking for — who was 
going to stay close with film."' 
• MSU reportedly is facing as 
many as 50 charges of violating 
recruiting and other rules.

A Roseommon county man 
recently was helping his neigh- 
bor put up an antenna when it 
accidentally came in contact 
with an overhead electric dis- 
tribution line. The charge elec- 
trocuted one of the men.

antenna when the mast touched 
an overhead 4806 volt line. 
Another incident occured when 
five men were attaching a 60- 
foot antenna to the side of a 
home and a sudden gust of wind 
blew the structure against two 
high voltage power lines.

enough to carry the 'addcu 
weight. Allow for wind, ice and 
vibration. 


4. The mast should, be 


securely anchored and not lean 
in any direction. 


5. If your antenna mast is 


more than len feet high, 
strengthen it with at least three 
equally spaced guy wires or 
rust-resistant cable. Stranded, 
galvanized steel is recommend- 
ed. Add a set of guy wires every 
ten feet on taller masts. 


6. To prevent lightning ac- 


cidents, 
place a lightning 


arrester — one approved by the 
Underwriters' Laboratories for 
TV leads — on each conductor of 
a ribbon lead.

House says prices of wheat and 
com arc expected.to continue 
dropping through 1977, thus 
triggering billions df dollars in 
federal farm subsidies under 
the farm bill now before 
President Ford. 


The study was drafted last 


week 
by the Agriculture 


Department to gauge the im- 
pact of the one-year farm bill 
approved by Congress. The bill 
calls for increases in govern- 
ment price supports for major 
groin crops, cotton and dairy 
products. 


The White House has indicat- 


ed that Ford will veto the bill, 
possibly: early .this •week.. Ac- 
cording to Agriculture ..Depart- 
ment officials; the analysis was 
intended 
as 
background 


material for use in Ford's ex- 
pected veto. A draft of the sta- 
tement 
and supplemental 


figures were made available to 
The Associated Press. : 


The draft showed that if 


farmers remain unrestricted in 
crop production through the 
next two years, prices they get 
for :grain crops — assuming 
they gd .bumper narwsts — - 
will continue to slip,as they 
have the, past six months/ 


For example, the documents 


showed that the average.price 
of wheat this year is expected to 
be S3.15 per. bushel and then fall 
to a season average of $2:75 in 
1976 and to $2.50 in 1977. 


Under existing farm law 


written by Congress in 1973, the 
government's "target" support 
price for wheat this year is 82.05 
per bushel. The Agriculture 
Department study said that is 
expected to rise under a eosf-. 
escalator formula to $2.19 in 
1976 and then level off-at $2.20 / 
in 1977. 


When the farm price of a 


commodity averages less than 
the target, government sub- 
sidies are made to bridge the 
gap. Thus, under current 
legislation, rio such payments 
would be due, wheat farmers 
through 1977. 


But the one-year farm bill 


would boost the w;heat target 
price to $3.10 a bushej this year, 
just below the department's 
projected market price average 
of $3.15 a bushel. Although it is 
a one-year bill, the administra- 
tion says it would set a new 


' plateau of farm price supports 
and thereby carry oxer through 
1977 when the .basic 1973 act 
expires.
